3.9(b) Feeding.... repeated failure to use food receptacles that are made of durable material, that 
protect feed from rain and snow, and to take measures to ensure that there is no molding, 
deterioration, and caking of feed 

3.10 Watering... .repeated failure to keep water receptacles clean and sanitized 

3.11(c) Cleaning, Sanitization, Housekeeping, and Pest Control.... repeated failure to maintain 
housing facilities clean and in good repair to protect the animals from injury, to facilitate husbandry 
practices and to reduce or eliminate breeding and living areas for rodents, and other pests and vermin
